Effective immediately, the Bux-eau is instituting 
a cooi'dinated Counterintelligence Program (Cointelpro) 
directed against Klan-type and hate organizations. Offices 
receiving copies of this letter, are instructed to immediately 
open an active control file, captioned as above, and to 
assign responsibility for this program to an experienced 
and imaginative Special Agent who is well versed in 
investigation of hate and racist-type organizations and 
their membership. 

The purpose of this program is to expose, disrupt 
and otherwise neutralize the activities of the various Klans 
and hate organizations, their leadership and adherents. 

The activities of these groups must be followed on a, 
continuous basis so we may take advantage of all oppor¬ 
tunities for counterintelligence and also inspire action 
in instances where circumstances warrant. The devious 
maneuvers and duplicity of these groups must be exposed 
to public scrutiny through the cooperation of reliable 
news media sources, both locally and at the Seat of 
Government, We must frustrate any effort of the groups 
to consolidate their forces or to recruit new or youthful 
adherents. In every instance, consideration should be 
given to disrupting the organized activity of these groups 
and no opportunity should be missed to capitalize upon 
organizational and personal conflicts of their leadership.

Commencing 1/1/65 and every 3 months thereafter, 
each participating office should submit to the Bureau a 
status letter covering the prior 3-month period, including 
comments under the following captions: 

1. Potential Counterintelligence Action 

2. Pending Counterintelligence Action 

3. Tangible Results , 

If necessary, a 4th caption "Miscellaneous" 
may be utilized for additional comments. 

Recommendations for counterintelligence action 
should not be included in 90-day status letters to the 
Bureau but following the initial analysis due 10/15/64, 
should be submitted individually by separate letter. 

All Special Agent personnel responsible for 
the investigation of Klan-type and hate oi-ganizations 
and their membership should be alerted to our counter¬ 
intelligence plans relating to these groups. Counter¬ 
intelligence action directed at these groups is intended to 
complement and stimulate our accelerated intelligence 
investigations. Each investigative Agent has a responsi¬ 
bility to call to the attention of the counterintelligence 
coordinator suggestions and possibilities for implementing 
the program. You are cautioned that the nature of this 
new endeavor is such that under no circumstances should 
the existence of the program be made known outside the 
Bureau and appropriate within-office security should be 
afforded this sensitive operation. •

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The Bureau is pleased with past successes 
achieved by oui’ counterintelligence efforts in other 
phases of our investigative responsibilities. To 
insure our success in this new endeavor, the Agent to 
whom the program is assigned in each office must have 
a detailed knowledge of the activities of the racist 
groups in the territory and that knowledge must be 
coupled with intei'est, initiative and imagination. 

The Agent must be alert for information which has a 
disruptive potential.

To Implement a counterintelligence program ae 
outlined in referenced letter, this office baa been and will 
continue to penetrate Id an and hate organizations with 
continued informant coverage. This is the first step to learn 
the complete organizational structure, members, their activities, 
sympathizers and followers, action they plan, including actions 
of violence and destruction of property. 

Once their activities, etc., are determined through 
lribrmant coverage proper action can be taken to disrupt and 
neutralize their activities and efforts can be directed to 
frustrate their plans. In addition, those specifically 
responsible for unlawful actions are determined through informant 
coverage• 


Informant coverage will be specifically concentrated 
on the White Knights of the Ku Klux Klan since this is the 
largest and most important of the klan groups in Mississippi. 
Other pertinent organizations considered for counterintelligence 
action are:

Informant coverage will be supplemented by technical 
installations where practical. Specifically, it has been 
learned through an informant that a klan group holds meetings 
in a building especially built for this purpose in Copiah 
County. These meetings are held on a weekly basis. The 
building is in a rural area several miles from the nearest town 
and has access by only one road. During meetings guards are 
placed at strategic points outside the building to Insure 
complete privacy. An appropriate survey is being made to 
determine the feasibility of a technical installation in this 
building. The Bureau will be advised by separate communication 
regarding this. Other logical points are being determined for 
this type of coverage. 

COUNTERINTELLIGENCE ACTION 

1. Liaison is established with the governor's office 
to bring pressure to bear on local officials, such as mayors, 
chiefs of police, sheriffs, etc., to solve recent bombings, 
church burnings, and other acts of violence.

JOHN NOSSER, NATCHEZ, MISSISSIPPI, 9-25-64, stated that an 
Investigator of the Mississippi Highway Safety Patrol(MHSP) 
advised he was instructed by Governor PAUL B. JOHNSON to 
inform Adams County Sheriff ODELL ANDERS that the governor 
was seriously considering sending the National Guard into 
Adams County to close down all gambling and liquor activity 
in the county. Sheriff ANDERS advised he is in the process 
of contacting ell gambling and liquor establishments in Adams 
County to inform operators that if pertinent information regarding 
Natchez bombings are not in his possession by October 15 he 
will close all such establishments on October 16* 

The Jackson Office will, in each Instant that presents 
Itself in other localities and counties, arrange for similar 
action and follow through cm each. 

2. Repeated contacts and constant interviews of 
known and suspected klan members are being conducted each 
Saturday. This has been done since July, 1964, and is being 
continued. This has e three fold purpose. It lets the klansmen 
know the FBI is interested and will be around. It also enables 
FBI to know their whereabouts on that day, become better 
acquainted with their habits and gain more background information 
regarding the person being interviewed. In several instances 
during such interviews it has been possible to convert certain 
klansmen into informants. During interviews of klansmen who 
are compktely unco-operative and who want to know how we got 
their name and why they are being Interviewed we can flip 
through the cards and pick out a name of another klansman who 
is completely unco-operative. This is a disruptive tactic 
which can breed suspicion among themselves.

3. Consideration is being glen to invite the State 
Police to make raids at known klan meetings. The local sheriffs, 
of course, will not be invited to participate since they are 
most likely in on the klan meetings. MHSP Investigators at 

He Comb have indicated they seemed interested in this sort of 
thing and it is believed this will have the backing of the 
governor since he has indicated such to them. This type of 
thing, of course, will be used at places where technical 
installations are not feasible or productive. 

4. Will participate with the governor in press 
releases on the arrests of klansmen when appropriate. This 
has been done in the recent arrests in MeComb f Mississippi, 
in commection with recent bomhfcgs in that area. 

5. Information has been developed through an informant 
that a faction of the klan is interested in putting another 

man in office rather than the present person. More information 
is being obtained on this so as to exploit all possibilities 
and creata dissection among the leaders, and by doing so the 
opportunity may present itself to have the informant put in a 
high office. 

The above is some of the potential counterintelligence 
action contemplated by this office. It is being studied on a 
day to day basis. The Bureau will be furnished with complete 
details on all the above plans as the opportunities are made 
and present themselves, prior to any specific action being 
taken by this office. 

ACTION CROUPS 


Recent action? of violence in MeComb, Mississippi, 
were for the most part balieved to be carried out by an "action 
group". As a result of sn intensive investigation and informant 
coverage, 11 men were arrested. One had a membership card in 
the Ku Klux Klan and another a card for membership in the 
"Americans for the Preservation of the White Race". Some 
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acts of violence such as bombings are, according to informants, 
planned with great secrecy by small groups who draw lots to 
determine which ones do the job. Often criminal elements, or 
others not officially under lclan orders, pretend to represent 
the klan as a cover for acts of violence. 

Recommendations for specific counterintelligence 
action will be submitted by separate communications and the 
status letter required will be submitted beginning 1-1-65.

x The Miami Office by letter dated 11/18/64 forwarded 
to the Bureau an idea to be used to discredit the 27ati' nal 
States Rights Party, one of the hate groups considered under 
this Program, The Bureau does not believe that the idea 
furnished by the Miami Office contains sufficient impact for 
use tinder this Program, but the suggestion that cartoons be 
utilized to embarrass the Ku Klux KLan and hate groups has 
considerable merit. 


Ridicule can be.a devastating weapon and should 
not be overlooked in regard to the Counterintelligence 
Program which is aimed at disrupting and discrediting Rian* 
type and hate organizations, Many prominent Rian leaders 
and leaders of hate organizations possess idiosyncrasies or 
become involved in situations which present excellent opportu¬ 
nities to utilize ridicule as a weapon to discredit them both 
within their own organizations and in the eyes of the general 
public. The publication of cartoons and caricatures by 
cooperative news media or the anonymous circulation of them 
among rank-and-file members of KLan and hate groups will 
servo to both disrupt the various organizations and to discredit 
their leadership. Field offices participating in the Counter¬ 
intelligence Program are urged to carefully assess and consider 
such a situation involving leaders of the KLan and hate * ; . 
organizations with the Idea of portraying them in cartoon form.

The consternation caused by this technique could be considerable. 

Another consideration would be to have auto bumper 
stickers printed with words similar to "Member of the White 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan" and affix them to certain 
Klan member cars. These, of course, would have to be 
printed so no one could identify the source. 

Another technique being considered is to conduct 
a neighborhood investigation regarding certain Klan members. 

We would not tell neighbors that he is a Klan member but 
ask them if they have any knowledge regarding him being a 
Klan member. This would spread through the neighborhood 
and make him very unpopular. This same technique could be 
carried one step further by contacting employer and co-employees. 

Cartoons will be used, as pointed out in a previous 
Bureau letter, when proper opportunities present themselves. 

The proposals listed above are merely considerations 
and will not be used without prior Bureau authority and 
complete details of such would be first submitted to the 
Bureau by separate communication. 

PENDING COUNTERINTELLIGENCE ACTION 

There will be continued and expanded informant 
coverage to more fully penetrate the Klan and hate organizations. 
It is only through this basic action that other efforts can 
be properly directed to disrupt and frustrate their plans. 


2 - 
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Efforts will continue to locate desirable locations 
for technical Installations. Information learned from 
productive Installations coupled with expanded Informant 
coverage will serve as a basis for future counterintelligence 
action. 


We will continue with repeated contacts and 
constant Interviews of known and suspected Klansmen on an 
intensified basis. Some may be able to be converted as 
informants and for others we will be learning more of their 
background, activities, associates, etc. We will continue 
and expand effective liaison with local law enforcement and 
other groups so the utmost in cooperation can be expected. 

Informants are being told to bring up at Klan 
meetings the problem of funds, the misuse and mlsapproprlatlon 
of funds and when<appropriate demand accounting of the funds 
and to arouse suspicion among those collecting the funds. 

This continues to create distrust among Klan members. 

TANGIBLE RESULTS 


One Informant reports that all Klan units In 
Lincoln County, Miss., had burned their records after being 
Interviewed by Bureau agents. Informant also stated that 
In one unit there are only 16 members presently meeting 
where there were formerly 100 members. The Informant further 
pointed out that over AOTL of the Klan members have stopped 
paying dues and that not five units in the state, in his 
estimation, are presently meeting at full strength. Informant 
stated that of the original membership, at least 307. have 
withdrawn by either being sworn out of the Klan or quit of 
their own volition. 

Several surveillances have been conducted at the 
Copiah County Rod and Gun Club at Crystal Springs, Miss., and 
It was noted that Klan meetings wars held at this location 
regularly on Tuesday evenings. A survey determined that due 
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Co the nature of Che interior construction there were many 
technical details which would not make an installation 
feasible and thus none attempted. However, Informant 
coverage determined that due to intensified FBI investigative 
activity in the area the attendances frequency of the meetings 
dropped off sharply.

between the Hattiesburg Klan and the State Klan may take 
place within the near future. 


The repeated contacts and constant interviews of 
known and suspected Klansmen have manifested a disturbing 
effect on them as indicated in the examples above. In 
addition, the number of Incidents of violence has sharply 
declined. Successful investigations culminating in 
arreats have certainly played an important part in curbing 
Klan activity, and cooperation with local law enforcement 
has greatly contributed in this regard.

FENDING COUNTERINTELLIGENCE ACTION 

Emphasis is being placed on weeding out non 
productive informants and replacing them with quality 
informants. This will provide continued and expanded 
informant coverage. Through this basic action proper 
plans can be made to disrupt and frustrate their plans. 

Further efforts are being made to locate desirable locations 
for technical installations. Information from good sources 
coupled with productive technical installations will serve 
as a basis for future counterintelligence action. 

Repeated contacts and interviews with known and 
suspected klansmen has resulted in converting some to 
top-notch Informants.

TRAINING - DESTRUCTION OF NOTES 


Except for notes taken at specialized schools, 
notes taken by employees at training schools and conferences 
of any type must be turned over to the SAC for destruction 
not later than 90 days following the completion of training.

Inasmuch as the United Givers Fund (UGF) has not 
furnished nondiscrimination assurances as set forth in the 
Manual on Fund-Raising Within the Federal Service, UGF will 
not solicit from federal agencies in the Jackson area on an 
organized basis this fall.

It was 
determined consideration was being given to the possibility of 
assigning a federal examiner to this county and the Department 
desired to obtain up-to-the-minute statistical data from the 
registrar prior to making the decision and Departmental Attorneys 
were not in the courthouse for the purpose of duplicating the 
Bureau's efforts. The Bureau noted that this does point out 
the importance of insuring that accurate information is obtained 
from the records of the local registrars during the weekly 
checks, as well as insuring that it is accurately and promptly 
reported.

Each Agent must notify the switchboard and his 
supervisor or the secretary to the SAC immediately when 
there is illness of an important nature in his family.

This is not a Joke, and 
you will receive It by mail. Please do not send money and do not 
keep this copy. Just mail this letter to another North Carolina 
Klansaan you think needs luck. God hears all the prayers, and our 
sons need them. Already a (J.R. General received $9,000. 

Matt Murphy the Klan attorney in Mississippi received $48,945 but. 
lost his life in an automobile accident because he failed to send 
this prayer. Dan Burros, our departed friend In the North broke 
the chain, six days latter he killed himself. However, he did 
receive $1,500 he had won. Our own Grand Dragon J.R. Jones 
received such a lotter In 1957, and in 4 days he and a girlfriend 
were spared in a near fatal accident in Ohio. Granite Quarry Folk 
think J.R. has done real well for i gentleman who was throwod

You are being forwarded under separate cover a 
supply of three different postal cards to be mailed by your 
office anonymously to a selected number of known Klan 
members. The supply of cards furnished is approximately 
equal to the number of individuals you indicated are present 
klansmen in your territory for whom you had a residence or 
business address. 

The Bureau is not suggesting that these cards be 
sent to each of the klansmen whose addresses you have and 
it is being left to your discretion as to the extent of 
coverage you desire. In some areas where there are fewer 
klansmen, total coverage may be desirable. In other areas 
you may want to cover only a portion of the Klan members. 

The Bureau feels, however, that sufficient distribution 
should be made of the cards to insure that considerable 
Klan attention is drawn to them and that they will thus 
have the opportunity to serve the disruptive purpose for 
which they are intended. „ „

As you will note upon receipt of the cards, they 
question the secrecy of the klansman*s membership and also 
question the use by Klan leaders of Klan funds. The Bureau 
feels these are two points in which the Klan organizations 
are quite vulnerable. 

Obviously, it would serve no purpose to send a card 
of this nature to the top Klan leaders who are publicly identi¬ 
fied as such and who are themselves the ones who might be 
suspected of misusing Klan funds. Other Klan members have 
also been publicly identified and would have no fear of 
additional public disclosure. 

Every precaution must be taken to insure that the 
source of these cards remains anonymous and that any possible 
connection with the FBI is avoided. You should insure that 
there is no widespread discussion of these cards among clerical 
or Agent personnel and that only a limited number of individuals 
necessary for their preparation and distribution are aware of 
this program. The cards should be prepared by your office by 
addressing them by hand or on an older typewriter which does 
not have the business style type. If prepared by typewriter, 
insure that no typewriter used for outside correspondence is 
used in preparing these addresses since the Klan may attempt 
to obtain specimens of Bureau correspondence for comparison 
purposes. Also, if addressed by hand, block printing or some 
other change in normal handwriting should be made to avoid any 
possibility of comparison with normal handwriting of Bureau 
employees. However, changes in handwriting should not be so 
extreme as to show an obvious effort to disguise. 

A four-cent stamp should be affixed and no return 
address should be shown. The cards should be dropped in 
outlying mailboxes, but none should be mailed from headquarters 
city or from a Resident Agency city. The mailing should be 
spread over the period of a month for each card and only a 
small number should be mailed at one time or at one place. 

Every effort must be made to avoid giving the Post Office 
officials the impression of a mass mailing. If an office 
feels it is desirable to do so, a portion of the cards may be 
prepared and sent to a neighboring office for sporadic mailing 
from an entirely different territory.

To obtain maximum benefit, you should consider mailing 
the cards to the klansman's business address and in some instances 
also to his residence since the former will tend to publicly 
Identify him as a klansman, and the latter may cause dissension 
in his family* You must be certain that this mailing is limited 
to those individuals who have been positively identified as Klan 
members. One card should be selected for mailing during each 
of the next three months. When the mailing of each card is 
completed, you should advise the Bureau under the above caption 
of the total number of cards mailed that month. 

Informants are not to be advised regarding the mailing 
of these cards but you should be alert to any information 
volunteered by informants regarding the cards and advise of 
any positive results achieved.
